HtAT IM CIRCULAR SAWS. 


Useful Information 
on an Intorogtlng 


Mechanical Subject. 


The tendency to heat in circular 


saws is the greatest difficulty in then 
management. Wherever there is mucl 
friction experienced in one, it will get 
hot and expand, and in that condition 
will not make good lumber, and some- 
times, indeed, it will buckla, and thus 
become materially injured. 
II the 


heating of a saw be a tendency to cup, 
the side of the saw which expands 
most by heat becomes convex, and jf 
run too long it will not return to its 
former shape when cooled, but will re- 
quire hammering on tho edge to 
straighten it 
This is a job which re- 


quires considerable; skill, and, besides, 
lew who use such saws havo suitable 
anvils to straighten them upon. To 
such the following will bo useful 
information 
Prepare 
a 
suitable 


number 
of 
annular 
papers 
with 


their inside diameter about one inch 
less than that of the hub, and place 
them on the shaft adjoining the con- 
cave Bide of the saw. 
Prepare a lot of 


sirail ir papers with their inside diame- 
ter oqual to that of the hole in the 
center of the saw, and their outside 
diamoter about one inch greater, and 
place these on the saw shaft adjoining 
the convex side of tho saw. 
A suffi- 


cient number of these being so placed 
in, they are tightened up m the hub 
and the saw is brought up true in the 
face. Care must be taken to put in no 
more papers than will straighten the 
saw. It is not, however, absolutely 
necessary to take tho cup out of a siw 
until it becomes of a considerable size, 
for a saw will do good woik even when 
cupped a quarter of an inch; the in 
creased difficulty, however, of manag- 
ing it in this condition renders it ad- 
visiblo not to work it in such a state 
In working cupped saws tho teeth 
should ,be made to fill» wider gauge 
on tho convex than on the cone we 
side; and if the tendency to heat at tli<> 
center continues, it should havo more 
rako, is cupped towards it. Tho teeth 
of a cupped saw in ascending, in all 
likelihood, will scratch either tho face 
of the log or tho plank, which is a 
sufficient reason to at once straighten 
by such a pressure; they tend to stretch 
the saw at tho point where it posses 
between, them, but tho cdgo of tho saw 
is often stretched by gumming ma- 
chines. 
It is sclttom necessaiy to 


straighten a buckled saw on an anvil, 
especially if only a narrow img near 
the edge of the saw is stretched, as it 
may bo remedied by cutting through 
it, either by drilling a hole at tho end 
of each tooth, or filing toward tho cen- 
ter of the saw until tho stretched part 
.s cut through. 


Water is sometimes used to cool n 


saw; it enables tho saw to work in i 
smaller keif, thus saving powci; and 
t also acts as a partial lubiicator 
It 


should bo directed in jets on e.ich sula 
of tho saw near the center. Its use, 
lowovor, should be avoided in cold, 
freezing weather 
Allowing the saw 


shaft to play endwise is one of tho 
most effectual means of keeping the 
saw cool 
When the timber springs 


against tho saw, tending to heat it at 
Lho contra, tho end play of the shaft 
allows tho center of tho saw to yield, 
at tho s,amo time the guide pins at it-j 
periphery koop it in lino, and tho fiic- 
,ion is thoioby leduced and liability to 
icat diminished ma corresponding do- 
roe —American Cabinet Maker.

Wo had men then, pa- 
iriotlc and courageous mem, who said to Great 
Britain, emphatically.' "You put that into the 
treaty ot peace, und we will never makepeace 
with you." The icsult was the treaty was en- 
tirely silent as to tho fishery rights. 


Tho treaty of 1818 was negotiate 1 at a very 


nnfortunato time for our coimlrv; when we 
were staggering undortho burJona of the war 
of 1812. riroat Britain was raoro arrogant than 
ovor, having just conquered Napoleon on the 
Meld of Waterloo. Under these circumstances 
we raado a dishonorable, humiliating and cow- 
ardly surrenderor our rights; but wo did have 
courago enough to insist thai If our fishermen 
were driven by stress of weather into any ol 
those surrendered watery they should have 
shelter, tho right to purchase wood, rcllll their 
water-tanks, 
and 
repair 
thoir 
vessels;

Tho United States grew m power, in pop- 
ulation in importance, and prow [immensely aa 
to her markets. Great Kntaln and Canada 
looked upon thostt markets with avaricious 
oyos, and determined to possess them There 
was no hesitation; no question of rights, or de- 
cency or hospitality. Great, Britain proposed 
to have our markets, so that Canadian iisher- 
men might bo quadrupled, and when she'needed 
sailors eho would know whore to find tho 
bravest and best in the wltlo world. Canada 
drove our vessels to sea in storms, she seized 
them on tho high seas and searched them; she 
p»t aboard of them armed men, and literally 
confined the captains and crews on their own 
V«SSO!B with tho American [lag flying ovor their 
heads. They wore tried in colonial courts; 
their vessels confiscated one after another, 
until tho perils of the sea were not half so 
many as tho terrors of tho law on shore. 


Under tho treaty ot Wii, known AS tho recip- 


rocity treaty, wo were permitted to fish within 
their waters and they within our waters, and 
they wore permitted free entrance to our 
mar- 


kets for their fish, and they thus had ah they 
wanted—Junt us the Senator from Alabama 
(Morgan), tho Senator from Delaware (Sauls- 
bury), and tho Senator from Ohio (Ptivno) 
within two days had threatened as tho result of 
the failure of this treaty, that they should have 
again ff this treaty was not ratified. 


Mr. Morgan and Mr. Pavno both disclaimed 


having maclo any such throats. 


Mr. Pryo maintained that their speeches In 


tho secret sessions embodied a plain Intima- 
tion that free ilsh would result from n failure 
to ratify tho treaty. 


Mr. Morgan replied that bo hud satd, and 


would snv again, that if tho Senator from Miiluu 
placed before tho people of tho United States 
tho question of a war with lire-tit Britain as 
against thut of letting fish in free of duty, ho 
would raise a very serious issue. 


Mr. Fryo declared that the modus vivendl 


only secured to us by tho payment of a dollar 
and tifty cftnts per ton commercial rights which 
already belonged to us.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 30.—Little else

A week 
or so ago, R. E. Hudson, of Alliance, O., 
Grand Commander of tho organization, 
addressed a let'or to t hn local committee 
having charge of tho Decoration Day ser- 
vices, to the effect that as a large number 
o'f ex-soldiers would Ito in the city to-day,

ization. To this Colonol Tilack, chairman 
of tho local oommitlo", returned a cour- 
teous reply, in which liu intimated that 
they would be glad to have tho members 
of tho "Bine and tiiu Gray" march with 
their old comrade* as individuals, bu not 
as an organization ol' a political charac- 
ter. This was satisfactory to every body 
concerned, and

on the matter, and tho joint participation 
is not only declared off, but tho "Blue and 
the Grays", with all tho delegates and 
non-iccredited visitors behind thorn, will 
have a parade of llicir own on Thursday 
night. 


Hudson said yesterday that the pro-

as private soldiers and old citizens. "If 
I were South on Decoration Day," he said, 
and was asked by an ox-Confodorate to go 
out and witness tho ceremony of decorat- 
ing the graves of ovon tho Confederate 
dead, I would bo glad to do it, although I 
am a Union soldier and a member of th o 
Grand Army." 


Rev. Dr. Jutkins, of Chicago, secretary 


of the National committee, was highly in- 
dignant when Wa Iker's order was brought 
to his attention. "I can not trust myself 
to speak," he said, "for fear that I should 
go beyond bounds. Tho fact ie, that the 
Grand Army has degenerated into a po- 
litical machine. It was ori ginated as o 
patriotic organization to keep alive the 
sentiment of patriotism. Instead of that, 
it keeps alive sectionalism and hatred. I 
am astounded at this action." 


Samuel Dieckie, of Albion, Mich., chair- 


man of the National committee, was 
equally wroth. "I rearot this action on 
the part of Wnlkcr, whoever he may be," 
he said last night. "It is an exhibition 
of partisanship and a waving of the 
bloody shirt that is absolutely disgrace- 
ful.

J»cqae» Vaaoatwon'g 
Aclilevemeats and 


MnetznP* Trumpeter. 


Tho king of aiitoniitta constructors 


was Jaques Vaucunson, born at Grono- 
lie in 1709. While quite a boy he made 
overal self-moving figures. The bent 
if his mind was determined by a rath- 
ir peculiar circumstance. Being to 
limseH in the house of a friend to 
which he wont with his mother, he per- 
leived through the crack of a partition 
m old clock with slowly swinging 
icinhilum. which excited his attention, 
ifext time lie visited this house he had 
a pencil and paper with him, and made 
a rough sketch of i ho clock. By earnest 
tudy and investigation he succeeded 
n making a clock of his own out of 
>ieces of wood, and his wooden clock 
ccpt time fairly well.

Only a faithful 
servant aided him in his secret. 
Ac- 


cording toD'Alombort, the remarkable 
figure stood on a pedestal, in which a 
>ortion of mechanism was concealed, 
and the player not only blew into the 
nstrument, but with its lips increased 
or diminished the sound, performing 
the legato and staccato passages with 
>erfection, and fingering with corn- 
ileto accuracy. It was exhibited in 
i'arls in 1738 and made a groat sensa- 
tion. Vaucanson next made a llage- 
olet-playor, and later a mechanical 
duck, which waddled, swam, dived 
and quacked, and like De Gennes' 
Hjacock, picking up and swollowing 
ts food. 
Ho was engago on an end- 


ess chain when he died. Ha willed 
all his automata to the King. 


Maotzol, the inventor of the metro- 


nome and of several musical automata, 
opened an exhibition in Vienna, in 1809, 
with a life-size automaton trumpeter 
as the chief attraction.

tent 
After a time the curtains parted, 


and Maotzol appeared leading forward 
a trumpeter in the full regimentals of 
an Austrian dragoon.

fore the population of our country 
has doubled in 
numbers in about 


twenty-three years. Jf we assume that 
it will now take twenty-three years 
from 1887 to give the country 100,000,- 
000 of people, this rate of progress will 
call for all the facilities for transporta- 
tion that can be afforded by the con- 
struction of 8,000 miles of railroad 
yearly for somo years to come.

trunk roads and great water routes 
engaged in managing the tonnage, 
local and otherwise, of the country; 
but with a population of 100,000,000 of 
people these transportation facilities 
would

inadequate.
